Within the University of Cali- 
fornia System，the Los Angeles 
campus has the second largest 
number of Asian-ancestry Under- 
graduates following the Berkeley 
campus. In fall, 1980, whlle Berke- 
ley had almost 5,000 Asian-ances- 
try undergraduates, UCLA had al- 
most 4;,000. The ethnic mix 1s 
somewhat different at UCLA. Ap- 
Proximately one-third of Asian- 


ancestry Students are of Chinese 
ancestry, and another third are of 
Japanese ancestry. The two cam- 
puses have aboutthe same number 
of Filipino-ancestry Students， 
while the numbers of Korean and 


Vletnamese students are greater at

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DISCRIMINATORY PRACTICES IN 
COLLECES AND UNIVERSITIES 


In the July issue of The New Republic，David A. Bell describes 
the entry 0f Asian Americans into the_ universities in Superlative 
terms: "most Spbpectacular"” and "most Significant.” After citing 
the high percentages of Asians at Harvard (10%)，UC Berkeley 
(22%)，UCLA (21%) and MIT (19%) and their better-than-average 
SAT Scores，he writes，"By any measure these AsSian Amerlcan 
students are outstanding.” To back up his positive appralisai，he 
quotes President Reagan as calling Asian Amsericans "OUT 
exemplars of hope and inspiration,”and shows how national 
magazines have variously called themi:"the promise of America” in 
Parade Magazine，"a formula for Success"” in Time Magazine and "a 
model minority”in Newsweek. Not to be outdone by these 
magazines， Bell entitled his article， "The Triumph of 
Asian-Americans: Amerilca's Greatest Success StoOTrY." 

For readers familiar with Asian American history, this is not the 
first time Asians have been Singled out for their So-called Success 
in education. The "Superiority”of Chinese and Japanese School- 
children，aS measured by IQ tests in 1924，led research psSycho- 
logists to conclude,，"Erom the political and economic standpoints 
the presence Of an industrious，clever and frugal alien group， 
capable (as far as mentality 1S concerned) of competing SuccessS- 
fully with the native whites in most of the occupations they 
mutually engage in，constitutes 3a problem which calls for the 
highest quality of statesmanship if it is to be solved satis- 
factorily.” They，of course，were Suggesting exclusion of these 
clever and resourceful Asians! 

In 1934，psychologist Edward Strong wrote，"The comparative 
studies So far made，with one exception，indicate that Chinese 
and Japanese are retarded Somewhat in School with respect to 
Subjects of a linguistic nature but in arithmetic and spelling 
Seem to0 be Superior to whites. However，one extenslive Study 
shows equality of performance in reading tests as well as in 
arithmetic.” Unfortunately for these bright young ASians，they 
all Seemed to want to "break into Westwood,"the home of UCLA， 
where ASians were not allowed to reside， Strong recommended 
burying their "injured dignity”and coming to grips with the 
reality of racial discrimination. 

Asgain，during the height Of the black civil rights movement in 
the late 1960$，ASsians were repeatedly contrasted with blacks and 
put on the pedestal as the "quiet,， assimilated, model minority"”at 3 
time when Asians were disenfranchized and widely discriminated 
against in the job market， The intended political message Of Such 
adulation was not 1lost. The ensuing antagonism among racial 
minorities was predictable. 


iTNewintentot theiiatest 
obviously 3a celebration or 


round of applause for Asians 1s 
re-affirmation Of the American 
myth that America is a land of unlimited opportunity for 
cveryone，including Asians.，But the irony of the latest euphoria 
over AsSian Success in higher education is the _ fact that their 
success has .been treated as a liability，as American elite 
universities seek ways to curb the rising Asian enrollment ln these 
institutions and as anti-Asian sentiment proliferates across the US. 
Like the Jewish_ experience between the two World Wars，AsSians 
now find that academic excellence alone is no basis for gaining 
access to _ universities， and their rules 0f admissions can be bent OFr 
changed at will，Obviously，not everyone Shares David Bells 
conclusion that the Asian triumph "has done nothing but enrich 
the US" and that their Success "has not been balanced by anyone 
else's fallure." 

The problem facing Asian American applicants is indeed 
formidable. Lacking a strong alumni lobby or Sports constituency， 
AsSsians must develop alternative Strategies to effectively deal with 
the current enrollment trend and change admission criteria， Close 
monitoring of the admission process and enrollment pattern at 
each impacted college or university is the first step Overcoming 
language deficiency and diversifying intended majors are two 
lon8-range measures within OUr control，、 Needless to Say，there 1S 
no _Substitute for mobilizing OUr legal and political resources to 
flight discrliminatory practices whenever, and wherever they 0occur.

Los 
Angeles has never attracted as large 
a Chinese-ancestry population as 
has SF On the other hand，since 
the 1920s, 站 A has been the home 
of the largest Japanese American 
community in the US. In more 
recent times, the LA metropolitan 
area has attracted the largest 天 o- 
rean，as Well as the largest Indo- 
chinese populations in the U9. 

Being a larger metropolitan area 
with more employment opportuni- 
ties, LA has also attracted a larger 
percentage of recent lmmligrants，. 
This fact is refected in the natiVity 
of the Asian-ancestry Undergradu- 
ates at UCLA. Due to a change in 
the data collection form, new stu- 
dents who entered UCLA for the 
first time in.fall 1980 did not have 
to _ declare their place of birth . 
Among the sophomores，junlors 
and seniors of Asian ancestry, 91.6 
Pertcent are foreign-born. If enter- 
jing freshmen could have been in- 
cluded in the_ computation，no 
doubt an even higher percentage 
of the Asian-ancestry students at 
UCLA would have been shown to 
be foreign-born 


CONCENTRATION 


The proclivity of Asian-ancestry 
undergraduates to major In engi- 
Deering is less obvious at UCLA 
than at Berkeley. AtUCLA, there 
is a greater coOncentration of Aslan- 
ancestry Undergraduates in the blo- 
logical sciences，Perhaps as a re- 
Sult of the location of a medical 
school on campus，more UCLA 
Asian-ancestry Undergraduates are 
aspiring doctors Or other health 
Professionals. Thereils alsoahigher 
percentage of UCLA Asian-ances- 
try Undergraduates in the physical 
sciences than at Berkeley. In fact， 
寺 we aggregate the percentages for 
engineering and the physlcal scl- 
ences, then the proportions of stu- 
dents in these quantitative fields 
are comparable for the two cam- 
puses. Among the American-born 
and those who have become natu- 
ralized citizens，a slightly bigher 
percentage of the UCLA students 
major in the humanities . 

JIn terms of SAT scores，acroSS 
the board，Asian-ancestry under- 
graduates at UCLA have lower 
scores on both the verbal and the 
math tests than Berkeley Aslian- 
ancestry Undergraduates. The dlf- 
ferential is especially noticeable in 
the high end of the SAT math 


Scores， Among some groups，30 
percent fewer of the UCLA stu- 
dents scoreabove600in theirmath 
test. The pattern of low SAT ver- 
bal scores shown by Berkeley stu- 
dents is even more Prominent 
among UCLA students. While al- 
most half of the foreign-born Chi- 
nese students at .Berkeley scored 
less than 400 in their verbal test， 
the comparable percentage at 
UCLA is three-ffths. Of the 
Korean-ancestry Undergraduates， 
over three-quarters of those at 
UCLA scored below 400; among 
Vietnamese-ancestry Undergradu- 
ates, almost 70 percent Scored be- 
low 400 at UCLA. 


VERBAL 
Correlations between SAT scores-. 
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and cumulative GPASs were com- 
puted for the UCLA data. It was 
shown that high verbal scores have 
a_ higher correlation with UCLA 
cumulative GPA than high math 
Scores. Only slightly over one- 
qtarter of those students who 
Scored above 700 in their math test 
areA-toAstudents, whereas more 
than half ofthose who scored above 
700 in their verbal test are A- to A 
students. JIn terms of predictive 
value, SAT scores between 400 and 
600 have little predictive value. 
Most ofthe students who scored in 
this middle range are C to B stu- 
dents. 

If the demographic trend of the 
past decade continues, it ls likely 
the absolute number of Asian- 
ancestry Students at UCLA will 
soon SUrpass the number at Berke- 
ley. Since the pool of students from 
which UCLA draws seem to enter 
college with less adequate Prepara- 
tion 一 at least as it ls refected in 
Standardized test Scores 一 it ls safe 
to argue that the challenge facing 
UCLA in the coming years will be 
great indeed.

published in Bridge Magazine 
in Summer 1983. 

The report said，"In most 
cases，the number of Asian 
Americans applying for college 
doubled during the 1late 1970s 
and early 1980s， In all cases， 
the number of applicants 
Skyrocketed， Yet，in nearly 
all of the colieges Surveyed， 
the actual number of Asian 
Americans who were admitted 
increased only slightly，if at 
all. And the percentages of 
Asian Americans being ad- 
mitted continues to lag behind 
admissions rates for all other 
ethnic groups， including 
whiteSs.”

BROWN UNIVERSITY 


Among the East Coast 
universities to receive 
considerable public _ attention 
is Brown University. 

At Brown University，the 
ASsian American _ Student 
Association issued 3a. 45-page 
report ln- .October 1983， 
detailing the results of its 
four-year study and suggesting 
that Brown was using an 
admission quota to limit the 
number of Asian Americans in 
the Student body.， Among its 
findings are: 

*Between 1975 and 1983， the 
number Of Asian American 
applicants jumped 848 percent 
(168 to 1,425)，while the 
number of acceptances rose 
276 percent (74 to 204). 

*TIn 1980 the acceptance raite 
for Asian Americans first fell 
below the overall admission 
rate; it has been declining 
Since， 

*Forithe class2 of 3872 the 
Overall acceptance rate was 
20.4 percent; the acceptance 
rate for Asian Americans was 
14 percent. 

According to the report， 
acceptance figures provided a 
"prima facie case of racial 
discrimination against Asian 
Americans in the Brown 
Unlversity admissions 


PITOCeSS.” 

Brown University officials 
denied these charges. 

"There are no admissions 
quotas at Brown," said James 
Rogers, director of admissions. 


ADMISSION RATES 


Earlier this year，the New 
York Times reported that 
more and more students， 
faculity members and alumni 
are 3asking whether there are 
informal quotas limiting the 
admission of Asian Americans 
at Ivy League and other East 
Coast colleges. 


Even though Asian 
enrollments in Ivy League 
Schools have increased in 


recent yearSs，Asian American 
critics contend that students 
apply to these top colleges at 3 
much  _ higher rate than 
members Of most groups，bnut 
that they are admitted at a 
lower rate, in spite of the fact 
they are at least as well 
qualified academically as the 
other applicants. 

This year at Princeton，17 
percent of all applicants and 
14 pbercent ASsian American 
applicants were accepted， At 
Harvard，15.9 percent of all 
applicants and 12.$S percent of 


ASsian Americans were 
3a2cepted.， At Yale，18 percent 
of all applicants and 16.7 


percent Of Asian Americans 
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werIe acccpted. 


QUALIFIED ASIANS 


Prof.、 Uwe Reinhardt of

This major 
pollicy decision，needless to 
Say, ls contrary to the publicly 
announced policy sent to all 
applicants and to high school 
counselors，Even though the 
decision was eventually 
withdrawn，the fact that such 


a decision was made shed light 
on the question of whether 
there was an effort or motive 
on the part of the University 
to cuUIb ASsian enrollment or 
whether there was 3a strong 
anti-Asian Sentiment on 
campus. 


上 ACTS 


Let me begin by giving a few 
widely-known facts. The 
national average SAT verbal 
Score in 1984 for Asians was 
398，or 28 points below the 
national SAT verbal score of 
426，The average Asian SAT 
math Score was 5$19 in the 
Same year，OT 48 points above 
the _ national SAT math score 
of 417.，、UC's-standing policy 
is to use only the total of SAT 
veTrbal and math scores and 
high school Grade 了 Point 
Average (GPA) to Screen 
appllicants for regular 
admlssions、In other words， 
UC has nevert established a 
mlinimum Score of either 
Verbal or math test to reject 
candlidates. 

The above SAT _ data is 
known to all decision-makers 
on campus. Equally well 
known is the fact that the 
mean SAT verbal Scores for 
the immigrant students  -- 
Imostly ASians .--- on the 
Berkeley campus betwen 1978 
and 1982 were at least 100 
points lower than the mean of 
other entering freshmen， 工 his 
information was containecd in 
a Study sponsored by the 
OnecoN ndcroraduafte 
Affairs in 1983. 


TARGET 


Unlike -all other minority 
gIOUPS who are protected from 
the regular admission criteria 
and procedures，and thus not” 
Subject to the 400 SAT verbal 
minimum，the intended target 
of thls policy is unmistakably 
AsSian Americans.， The scheme 
would not have been quite as 
blatantly discriminatory 
toward Asians if the Uni- 
yerSsity had also imposed a 419 
SAT math minimum or 3a Score 
two points above the national 
aveTrage and lf the decision 
had -been made known to all 
applicants. 1 

Chancellor Heyman cate- 
gorically denlied that to the 
preSs and in his response to 
Regent Wada in December last 
year. AS evidence, .he cited 
the presence of 14 percent 
Asians and 9 percent freshmen 
who received scores below 400 
in 1984. 

This， however， is what 
Assistant Vice Chancellor 
Travers wrote in Tesponse to 
an inquiry by the task force 


on May 13 this .year: 
"Utilization of minimum 
SCOITES waSs discussed for the 
1984 redirection cycle，Verbal 


SAT test score minimums were” 


considered first at 400 or less 
and then 300 or less， In fact， 
at one point a minimum of 400 
was Set，but Shortjy after the 
written directive was issued it 
was withdrawn." 


PROTECTED 


The point here is not 
whether there were students 
admitted with scores below 
400; there will always be as 
jong as we have the protected 
categories for non-Asian 
minorities，athletes，musicians， 
children of VIPs，etc， The 
University should have these 
categories and should admit 
Students who are genjuses in 
either verbal or math skil1. 

The point is not even how 
l]ong or how short this policy 
declision was in effect.， The 
crucial point is that the 
University，knowing full well 
how the policy would adverse- 
ly affect unprotected Asian 
applicants under its regular 
admissions program,， did make 
the declision and that decision 
was made with neither public 
input nor knowledge. Since 
the ASsian average SAT verbal 
Score is considerably lower 
than whites and Since ASsians 
and whites are the only two 
groups admitted _ through 
regular admissions un- 
protected, the decision to issue 
the written directive must be 


considered not only "hasty and 
unfair"” to Asian applicants 
but also illegal.， It was a 
betrayal of public trust. 

1 don't known who instigated 
this policy decision and who 
wisely ordered the withdrawal 
of this half-baked， racist jidea. 
We clearly have a credibility 
and accountability problem. 
An even more important 
"queStion to ask is what 
motivated this ill-conceived 
Taclst policy. 

We are back to the original 
question: is there an effort to 
curb the rising Asian 
American enrollment in 1984 
at UC Berkeley? Based on the 
EOP and SAT decisions in 
1984 and the manners under 
which these decisions were 
made and carried out，we are 
led inevitably to conclude that 
there was Such an effort in 
the making. 


CURB 


If there was indeed an effort 
to curb the ASsian American 
enrollment， the next inevitable 


question is: is there an 
invisible quota for Asian 
American Students? If so， 


what ls it? Is it 2$ percent of 
the undergraduate student 
body2 Idon'"t know. Prof. 
Sucheng Chan's 1981 Study 
projected the percentage of 
AsSian undergraduates at UC 
Berkeley to be 30 percent by 
1985. (See Prof. Chan's article 
in this issue.) Vice Chancellor 
Roderick 了 Park's 1984 pro- 


jection for 1990 was 33 per- 
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cent. But in 1984，the actual 
percentage of Asian Under- 
graduates was 24 percent， 

What happened 1last year 
rceminds me of what happened 
between World Wars I-and II 
when several American elite 
universities， under the 
influence of  xenophobic 
nationalism and anti-Jewish 
Sentiment in the US，decided 
tb Teduce Jewish enrollments 
by discreetly and surrep- 
titiouSsly instituting 3a quota 
System to limit the number of 
Jewish students. ASs a result: 
Jewish enrollments at Har- 
vard，Columbia，NYU and 
Several other elite _ universities 
dropped Sharply and qualified 
Jewlsh Students were turned 
away (See the article， on 
Jewish applicants between 
World Wars I and II in this 
lssue). TI Sincerely hope that 
this would not be the case for 
ASslan Americans，who after 
all are asking only to be 
treated fairly and equally as 
wiitesnmthcTeESRLS 
admissions Process. 

Finally，1 have been deeply 
troubled by reports of a rising 
tide of anti-Asian sentiment 
found among administrators， 
faculty，staff and students on 
the _ Berkeley campus， This 
Sentiment，according to the 
campus study Sponsored by the 
Office of Undergraduate 
Affairs in March 1983，takes 
the form of concern that there

are "too many ASsians on 
campus,” that they use up too 
many TeSsources and are not in 
need of help Since they tend 
to do well，、 We can legitimate- 
l]y ask if this anti-Asian 
sentiment ITeported in 1983 
was in fact the climate and 
Sentiment that gave birth to 
those 1ill-considered， dis- 
criminatory policy initiatives 
of 1984. Iam now inclined to 
believe Such was the case. 
However, I do think that the 
Berkeley campus is not unique 
in jlts_ attitude towards ASsian 
Americans，Berkeley is a mere 
microcosm of what already 
has been Teported in other 
elite _ universities across the 
nation._ UCLA'S freshman 
class had 19.7 percent ASians 
in 1982， but it dropped to 18.7 
percent in 1983 and 15.9 
percent in 1984. During the 
same perlod，the admission 
rate for ASsian freshmen 
declined from 62.1 percent in 
1982 to 40.7 percent in 1984 
whalesntnresmratenmeEo al 


freshman  _ applications de- 
creased from 62 percent to 
53.9” percent. The question 
being raised by ASsian edu- 
cators at UCLA 1Ss also whe- 
ther there is a lid on ASian 
enrollment.

AS emergency aid continued 
| to pour into the city from the 
US and other countries， 
| concerned San Franciscans 
anxiously ponder on the 
destructive consequences Such 
a qtake，expected to Strike

few decades, may bring. 
Though geologists in Various 
parts of the world have, in the 
last 10 years，made Significant 
piIogress in the science of 
earthquake predictions via 
advanced monitoring 
equipment that detect changes 
in the earth before a quake 
 occurs and the obseTrvance of 
animal behavior， among 
others，the_ reliability of Such 
is still not 100 percent 
accurate. 

Some people are not qulck to 
forget that SF”s last major

In various parts of the city， 
fire broke out as Stoves and 
gaSs lamps overturned，electric 
wirings broke and gas mains 
exploded. Because the city?s 
water mains had also been 
damaged，fire fighters could 
not effectively combat the 
flames which thereby raged on 
for three days._ The fire 
didn't stop until fire fighters 
began to dynamite entire 
blocks of buildings. 

SF has since learned .her 
lessons._ Yet there are Still 
areas in the city considered to 
be particularly vulnerable. 
These are Chinatown，the 
Tenderloin and certain Parts 
of the Mission district where 
beyond the high human 
density， are found old， 
unreinforced buildings deemed 
"earthquake hazards.” 

At a weekly meeting of city 
department heads， Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein ordered the 
Surveying of Substandard 
buildings in the city, including 
many in Chinatown，. She also 
Supported the restoration of 
$15$,000 to the mayor?Ss 
emergency communications 
System which had been cut by 
the Board of Supervisors. 
Ihere were other proposals，aS 
well，which involve emergency 
training for medical personnel 
and city employees，police and 
fire _ communications and the 
enforcement of a law 


Tequiring that parapets be 


made Safe. 
Though the city has an 
11-year-old city policy 


requlring Tepairs to decrepit 
buildings，the enforcement of 
SUuch has not been consistent. 


MONEY 


Pete Ashen，Director of the 
Amerlican Red Cross - Golden 
Gate Chapter's 了 Disaster 
Services， Said: "Certainly， 


.building owners Should have 


their old buildings _ reinforced. 

"But you're talking about 3 
lot of money - even running to 
the millions._ And it's not 
money that a building Owner 
is willing to take out for 
something that may not 


happen.， Now what the City 
Building Inspection 
Department is trying to do is 
determine which buildings 
absolutely need to be 
reinforced，and pass onD new 
laws on Safety standards. But 
then，new laws take time.、 In 
the meanwhile，you'Te going to 
encounter 0pposition from 
Some building 0wners who?"d 
Say,， “Now，you can"t change 
the laws because my building， 
when built S$0 yearS” 3a80， 
complied with the standards 
then.” Lawsulits may thus come 
about.” 

Agnes Chan，a member of 
the State Board of .Education 
and Sometime volunteer at the 
Red Cross as jits earthquake 
coordinator，salid: "Some San 
Franciscans only become 
concerned enough to enroll in 
earthquake preparedness 
classes when an earthquake， 
even 3a minor one，occurs in 
California， But if it occurs 
elsewhere like in Mexico，they 
seem to be more complacent 
about it.， T always Stress the 
need to be ready at all times， 

TIPS 


The American Red Cross - 
Golden Gate Chapter offers 
detailed emergency ITelief 
plans and Safety tips on how 
to _ deal before，during and 
after an earthquake occurs. 

Marcia Smythe，Assistant 
Director of Disaster Services， 
emphasized that "the actual 
Imovement of the ground in an 
carthquake is seldom the 
direct cause of death or 
injury." Instead， she 
cnumerated that Imost 
casualties and injuries are 
caused by partial building 
collapses，Such as toppling 
chimneys and. roof parapets， 
falling bricks and collapsin8g 
walls，falling ceiling tiles， 
fixtures and objects from high 
Shelves，flying 8lass from 
broken windows，overturned 
bookcases， water heatersS， 
furniture and appliances，fires 
from broken gas lines and 
chimneys，fallen power 1lines. 
Danger is aggravated by a 
lack of water due to broken 


water mains. 

"During an earthquake，it is 
eSSential not to panic,”added 
Smythe. "Think through the 
ConSsequences of any action 


you take.， So if you're inside 
the house or 3a high-rise 
building，Sstay there and 


protect your head and Spinal 
column by taking cover Under 
a Sturdy table，desk or bench. 
Never dash for exits Since 
stairways may be broken and 
jammed with panicky people. 
Never use elevators Since 
power may be cut off.， Most 
injuries occur as people are 
Scrambling out of buildings.” 

Catherine 卫 ong，coordinator 
for the Red Cross Emergency 
Services, Teminded that during 
the Coalinga， _ California 
earthquake two years ago0，the 
Only persSon who was seriously 
injured was one who panicked 
and ran outside the building， 
and So was struck by a falling 
object. "JTJhe poor man is in 3 
coma for the Test of his life 
she Sald. 


DENSITY 


"IThe earthquake safety tips 
we provide are applicable for 
Chinatown residents,” Sald 
Agnes Chan， "Of course， 
given the_ high human density 
and the unstable， older 
buildings built of brick and 
mortar， plus all those 
interconnecting electrical 
wirings hangling above narrow 
Streets, and the trolley lines of 
cablecarsathea potential 
hazards are definitely more. 
With such a setting, I wouldn't 
advise people to run out to the 
Streets for Safety. 

"Moving away to 3a Safer 
area before an earthquake 
occurs is go00d,but that would 
be unrealistic for those who 
are not economjically well-off 
What would be ideal，I 
Supbpose，ls to tear down the 
old bulildings and build new， 
fortified housing for the 
displaced tenants. But 了 Tm 
afralid this isn"t likely to 
happenoEbecauyeeofo the 
tremendous costs involved. 
The most one can do right 
now is to be aware of Simple， 
common Sense precautions.” 

In addition to its brochures 
and phamplets，the American 
Red Cross offers to interested 
groups the free Screenin8 of 
its Slide presentation on 
earthquake Safety measures 
entitled "You Can?"t Say No to 
an Earthquake.” This has 
pIe-recorded Soundtracks not 
just in English but in 
Mandarin and Cantonese，83S 
well as in Spanish. There js 
alSsOarecULaLE7RENeld 
three-hour course for those 
interested 1n0 earthquake 
Preparedness through the Use 
of Synchronized Slides and 
tape，a demonstration kit and 
a 48-page Student workbook.

Theatre Company of San Fran- 
cisco. 

The play ls hobbled even before 
the curtalin Fises by two handicaps:

It 1s rarely，jf ever，at- 
tempted in the theatre, and when 
tried，almost never is Successful， 
the works of mainstream WIliters 
such as Neil Simon and Lanford 
Wilson being the extraordinary eX- 
ceptions.

Perlience? Yet Successful lt was. 
According to Pan Asian, thousands 
in New York saw Yelioz 下 ezer 
during 1ts seven-month-long off- 
Broadway run In 1983. 

So here again ls Shikaze and his 
lawyer sidekick，Chuck Chan, re- 
asSsuming their roles as droll but 
Vigilant keepers of the“Little To- 
kyo”community in VancouUVer.

Playwright Linda Faigao's 
“Dangerous Discoveries ”

SAN FRANCISCO - When 
playwright Linda 天 alayaan 
Falgao returned to the 


Philippines in the early 1980's 
to visit her family，she came 
Upon a _ Situation which would 
evyolve into her_ current play， 
SSE3C Without (race 
FEollowing the death of her 
poet father， Ealigao 
exXperienced Some of the 
dilemmas her characters face 
-- conflicts brought about by a 
decade of living in New York 
and marriage to a Caucasian. 
In an interview prior to the 
play"'s SF opening，the petite 
and pregnant Faigao discussed 
her concerns as a Filipina 
playwright and the political 
Situation in the Philippines. 
She _ laughed _ about the 
Sometimes absurd blending of 
traditional Superstitions in One 
of the most westernized 
countries in the Far East， 
Faigao's impulse to write 
"State Without Grace" began 
when She learned that her 
father"s work had been 
dropped during the revising of 
a Philippine 1literature text. 
Seeing the process of history 
being rewritten made her more 
determined to put her family'S 
Dame back before her people. 


DANGEROUS 


" 工 wanted to write a play 
about what happens when you 
run into an open flexible 
culture，where there is Space 
for “dangerous discoveries," 
SaySseeEalicaowabontcthe 
influence of America"s vasSt 
landscape and non-restrictive 
attitudes on immigrants. 

这 明 以 本 first-generation 
immigrant has seen the 
sufferin8 and doesn'"t want to 
get involved,” Says Faigao. 
Contrasting the optimistic 
mood in 1978 and 1979,， Faigao 
Says the death of Aquino was 
a turning point which plunged

"Change will only happen 
when the upper class begins to 
Suffer,” SaySs Faigao0. ”We 
really had no time to develop." 
Philippine colonization began 
in 1521， influencing the 
national characterT with the 
traits of a colonial culture -- 
raplid assimilation，tendency 
not to get. involved， and 
struggle to Survive. Her 
interest in Colonization，CroSS- 
cultural conflicts and 
immigrant values shaped 
"State Without Grace.” Her 
characters echo these 
Sentiments，whether it be the 
teenager Teciting facts about 
westeIrn culture's _ evolution or 
immigrant Celia"s backhanded 
comment that America is made 
up of people who don't belong 
there. 


WESTERNIZED 


"TIhe Philippines may appear 
westernized，but that's just 
vceneer. Underneath are all 
the Strong influences of pagan 
beliefs，family tradition and 
Spanish colonization,"” Says 
Faligao，laughing at her own 
belief in sending out her 
manuscripts when the moon is 
人 ful1. 

Faigao refuses to see 
conflicts in black and white 
terms，instead preferring to 
write her plays with many 
Shades of grey.，Her next play， 
"Requiem,” will be a good 
example of the paradoxes of 
east meeting west， In it，she 
introduces 3 Eilipino 
revolutionary to the affluent 
Filipino community in New 
York, forcing both to examine 
their feelings about their lives 
and their homeland.
